DEMAND LEADING 


Youngstown, O., Dec, 23.—Buying 
of steel for shipment in the re- 
mainder of the month has been very 
light, the decrease being due in 
large part to some consuming plants 
closing for a week or two on ac- 
count of the holidays and to facili- 
tate inventory taking, and in small 
part, to the efforts to reduce stocks 
for inventory.

If they go up—and there is 
every reason to believe they will 
eventually approach their former 
high marks—the used car you pur- 


Chevrolet announced its new line 
about December 1, as it did last 
year. The distributorship reports 
that sales this year are running at 
| about the same rate as in 1930, but 
that the public interest in the new 
| cars has been notably heavier. The 
number of visitors at the showrooms 
in the metropolitan district has ex- 
ceeded last year’s total by nearly 
50 per cent. Chevrolet’s used car 
stocks in this district have been re- 
duced below any previous record. 
The distributor looks for increased 
business over last year’s record dur- 
ing the first half of 1932. 

Buick presented its 1932 line early 
in December and Sales since the 
initial showing have been running 
more than 50 per cent. ahead of the 
same period of last year. In 1930 
Buick introduced its new line the 
lst of August. Sales in December 
this year have been running at the 
rate of eighty cars a day. The 
distributorship is 1,000 cars behind 
orders. The sales manager accounts 
for this by saying that they did not 
expect the rush of actual sales that 
has developed.

USED EXTENSIVELY 
IN LINCOLN, NEB. 


Lincoln, Neb., Dec, 23.—,Lincoln 
service garages, tire and battery 
shops and wholesalers of automotive 
equipment are making a bid for the 
early winter repair and replacement 
business by inserting three-quarter 
page advertisements in the two Lin- 
coln daily newspapers. The novel 
part of this “business-getter” cam- 
paign is the make-up of the co-oper- 
ative ads, which are a combination 
of display and classified advertising, 
Forty automotive firms are taking 
part in the campaign. 

One-fifth of the’ advertisements 
is devoted to a general lead which 
carries the headline, “BE KIND TO 
YOUR CAR and it will serve you 
long and well.” Readers of the ad 
are advised that, “by watching the 
little things which frequently need 
Slight adjusting, you will in many 
cases save the expense and loss of 
time necessary for a large repair job 
made necessary by neglect. It is poor 
economy and many times very dan- 
gerous to neglect keeping your car 
in shape.” 

A three-column cut of a motorist 
sitting in an automobile and talking 
to a mechanic who stands beside the 
car is used in the general lead as an 
attention-getter, while a box in the 
center of the general lead carries 
the following appeal: “PRICES 
DOWN! Your car can be repaired 
and serviced now at great savings. 
Take advantage of this now. Con- 
Sult one of these garages or service 
stations NOW—where you receive 
Personal Service and Standard 
Quality Parts.” 

The body of the ad is made up 
of small boxed-in advertisements 
which are classified into a number 
of departments. At the head of each 
of these classifications is a black- 
face slug. The first slug heads 
AUTOMOBILE EQUIPMENT—AC- 
CESSORIES under which the ads 
of the automotive wholesalers ap- 
pear. Other classifications are 
BRAKE SERVICE AND WHEEL 
ALIGNING, MOTOR REPAIRING 
AND REBUILDING, AUTO ELEC- 
TRIC AND BATTERY SERVICE, 
TIRES AND TIRE REPAIRING 
and BODY — FENDER — TOP — 
RADIATOR REPAIRING. The en- 
tire spread is broken up, altering the 
shape and size of the small boxed-in 


advertisements and by inserting 
small cuts and trademarks in a 
number of the ads. H. E. Sidles,

Company, automotive jobber, with 
offices in nine cities in Nebraska 
and Iowa and one of the promoters 
of the co-operative ad, states that 
the campaign has yielded splendid 
results so far.

Sie. Me 
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Courteous Drivers 


T seems to us, looking temperately back across the years, 
| that the manners of truck drivers have distinctly 
improved. Time was when the gentleman seated at the 
helm of a five-ton truck considered that he was entitled to 
half the road and took that half directly down the middle. 
To the hooted requests for permission to pass, he was deaf. 
If the driver of a passenger car managed to whisk by at 
risk of life and limb and to suggest that the truck driver 
give other road users a chance, he received a flood of pic- 
turesque profanity that was educational, if nothing else. 

We would not want to say that the manners of truck 
drivers have reached absolute perfection. There are still 
lapses in courtesy. There still are road hogs on the front 
seats of trucks, who pay no attention to the rights of other 
highway users. Profanity is still hurled at any one who 
ventures to remonstrate with these bullies at the truck 
wheels. 

But it seems to us that nowadays the bad mannered 
truck driver is the exception rather than the rule. Perhaps 
the depression has sent a higher type of person to the front 
seat of the truck or perhaps education has begun to yield 
fruit. 

The point we would make is that the bad mannered 
truck driver is a distinct liability to the firm which employs 
him. He can, by arousing hostility, spoil the effect of con- 
siderable good-will advertising. The man who has had an 
unpleasant experience with the driver of a truck carrying 
the name of any given company or merchant holds a feeling 
of resentment against the man’s employer. 

Harold G. Hoffman, commissioner of motor vehicles for 
New Jersey, recently commented forcefully on this matter,-as 
follows: 

“The road-hog truck driver is a direct liability to his 
employer. The driver who ignores, for no good reason, the 
signals of cars in the rear desiring to pass, who takc 
advantage of the size of his vehicle to ‘bully’ his way throug: 
traffic, robbing others on the roads of their rights, sows 
seeds of animosity which filter through the public until a 
truck and everything connected with it become anathema. 
Have truck owners considered how this slowly crystallizing 
resentment may reflect itself in legislation affecting their 
interest? Legislators are members of the public and see 
and feel all the things other members of the public see and 
feel. , : 

“If for no other than purely selfish considerations, 
truck owners should school their drivers in courtesy and 
should demand, at least, that they do not antagonize the gen- 
eral motoring public.” 

Any wise business man will enforce courtesy on the 
part of his drivers. He will no more permit them to arouse 
hostility toward his concern than he would permit an adver- 
tising writer to misstate facts regarding his product. Both 
are offenses against good-will advertising.

OME months ago Automotive Daily News called atten- 
tion to the chaotic condition existing in the field of 
truck ratings. The lack of definite standards for rating 
motor trucks has left manufacturers free to make all sorts 
of claims for their vehicles, which would leave prospective 
buyers very much in the dark as to the actual characteristics 
of the units. This newspaper offered a definite standard 
for rating chassis weights. 

However, the proper body to handle matters of this 
kind, the Society of Automotive Engineers, promptly came 
to the rescue. The society appointed a committee to draw 
up a set of rating standards for trucks. L, R. Buckendale 
of the Timken forces in Detroit is the chairman of this 
committee. 

The standards committee has attacked the problem 
from three angles: First, gross weight in thousands of 
pounds; second, grade climbing applied in percentage fig- 
ures; third, maximum speed guaranteed. The gross weight 
rating is to be that which the manufacturer is willing to 
guarantee and must be consistent with tire equipment.

FLA. TRUCK MILEAGE 
TAX UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Jasper, Fla., Dec. 23.—The 1931 
legislative act levying a mileage tax 
on trucks operated under private 
contract has been declared uncon- 
stitutional by Circuit Judge Mal- 
lory C. Horne. 

The decision was handed down in 
the case brought by R. R. Riley of 
this city against B. D. Lawson, a 
truck operator, the former contend- 
ing that Lawson had not obtained 
a certificate of operation from the 
state Railroad Commission, as re- 
quired by law. 

Judge Horne held the law to be 
unconstitutional and that Lawson 
and similar operators were not sub- 
ject to the Railroad Commission 
jurisdiction as are common carrier 
trucks.
